mitted by Maſons, which commonly rate Temos and Monuments, and doe ingraue duuers Armes and \ latches,and fer forth in their Inſcriptions falſe Genealogies with 
vaineand frivolous Tiles, ſetting vp Coronets vpon forme vntitting and impertinent to the qualities of the perſon whom they demonſtrate : Wee charge them alſo and e- 
ucry of them, by the rtmmeciate authoritie which we hold from 1s ateſtie, and doe thereby order,that they {hall not from henceforch Ingraue, Or caulc to bee 1ngrauen, 
Painted orſet forth any Armes, Genealogies, Epraphs, or Inſcriptions, or make any Monument, without it be firitſecne and allowed by the Kings and Officers of Armes 
whom it doth concerne, the Copte whereof with the torme of the Monument, to be drawne and entered into a Booke, which Booke ſhall be called, T he Booke of Monu- 
ments, and be kept in the Othce of Armes tor ever, to the endif ever atterward any thing {hould happen to be added or diminiſhed, or the Monument tranſlated or defa- 
ced, as many arc and haue beene, yettherruch may appeare by the ſaid Regiſter Booke. And whereas we are further aduertiſcd,tha: divers Glaſiers,Gold-ſmiths,Curters, 
Grauers, and Caruecrs, and other Artiticers, doe vſually paint in Glaile,graue in Metall, and cut Seales of Armes, carue in Timber, and ſuch like diucrs Armes,Coates,and 
Creſts, without any warrant or knowledgeof the ſame to be true and 1ultitiablc, to the great wrong and preiudice of many Noble and ancient Families ofthis Kingdome. 
Wee doe hereby order likewiſe, and in his Mateities name ſtraightly charge and command them and euery of them, and all other Artificers whatſocuer, to forbeare to 


aintin Glaſle, cut Scales, or otherwiſe graue in Metall, or carue in Timber or otherwiſe, any matter of Armourie, before the drati thereof be firit ſeene and allowed by 


the Kings and Ofhcers of Armes, whom it [hall concerne, vnlciTe it be of the Nobilitie whoſe Coats and Quarterings are eminent and well knowne, cr ſuch ofthe ancient 
Gentrie as haue beene formerly viewed, approucd, and allowed by the Proumciall Kings of Armes, in their ſcuerall Viſitations, within their Prouinces, Giuen vndet 
our Hands and Scales, the tenth day of November, in the {1xteenih yecre of his Mareſties Reigne of England, Frauce, and Ireland, and of Scot{and the tiftie two, AtWunir E-
